Charlotte has at the present time submitted to the 
Bureau for approval a second letter to be issued under the 
National Intelligence Committee letterhead. The Bureau has 
advised that this is being held in abeyance pending 
clarification of possible action taken by Postal authorities 
in connection with a possible technical mail fraud violation. 


Charlotte will continue to take every opportunity 
to disrupt the Klan leadership in North Carolina and further 
the dissension presently existing among various Units and 
members. 

PROGRAM REGARDING POSSIBLE USE 
OF MASONIC PUBLICATIONS 


During this reporting period Charlotte proposed 
by separate communication to the Bureau the possible use of 
Masonic publications to point out the inconsistency of 
individuals being members of the Klan while holding membership 
in such organizations as the Masons and other civic groups. 
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Following appropriate recommendations to the 
Bureau and consideration by the Bureau, the Bureau denied 
this proposal and no further efforts have been undertaken 
in this regard. 

PROGRAM REGARDING POSSIBLE USE 
OF AMERICAN LEGION PUBLICATIONS 


Similarly, Charlotte considered the possible use of 
appropriate American Legion publications along the lines that 
would have been used in Masonic publications to hold the Klan 
up as an organization of ill repute and pointing out to all 
members of the Legion the inconsistency of membership in the 
two organizations, and it was felt that this could possibly 
lead to a lessening of Klan membership by those indivi duals 
who were already members of the American Legion.

^^^^this connection Charlotte has in its attacks 
against ^m^stressed his failure to account for monies which 
he has received through collections at rallies, through the 
sale of Klan boohs, records, and other paraphernalia, and his 
failure to account for the money contributed to the Widow’s 
Benevole nt Fun d. Charlotte has also utilized in its attacks 
against mmphis notorious failure to furnish any information 
concerning the number of members in the Fund, all of whom are 
required to pay an assessment upon the death of a member. . 

Upon the death of a member the beneficiary is paid 5999.95. 


These attacks and t he, publication of the turmoil 
in the Klan concerning failure to account for monies 

have drawn this to the attention of State authorities with 
such frequency that it has now resulted in the State Insurance 
Department making an inquiry into this Klan insurance program.

nave appeared before the Insurance Commission on 
several occasions and it appears t hat th e Insurance Commission 
has now been successful in forcing^^J^ to turn over books ' 
and records concerning the Widow’s Benevolent Fund . 
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This development will te utilized by Charlotte in 
further Counterintelligence action to ferment the dis sension 
already existing within the Klan by pointing out that 
act of turning over the above books and records will rcveaj 
the identities of Klansmen throughout the State. Charlotte 
is following this inquiry by the State and will seize upon 
every opportunity to further Klan disruption. 


PROGRAM CONCERNING BELMONT RIFLE AND PISTOL CLUB 
BELMONT , N . C . , KLAVERN , UKA 

By separate communication the Bureau has been 
advised of Charlotte*s success in this program which evolved 
from information indicating that members' of the Belmont, N. C., 
Klavern of UKA were trying to form a chapter of the National 
Rifle Association. This information was furnished to the 
Bureau by LHM and was subsequently called to the attention of 
the Army and the National Rifle Association, and in accordance 
with Bureau instructions a letter was forwarded to the President 
of the National Rifle Association pointing out this situation. 


This action resulted in the National Rifle Association 
withdrawing its support from this group and resulted in its 
refusing to grant a charter for a chapter of the National Rifle 
Association to the Belmonc Klavern. 

PROGRAM TO PUBLICIZE KLAN ACTS OF VIOLENCE 


Charlotte has previously advised the Bureau 
concerning friendly Press contacts who have afforded 
considerable press coverage to Klan acts of violence and 
provided the public with numerous articles concerning 
nr in the K lnn and concerning the activities

Depending upon the circumstances at the time the letter is 
prepared the amount should appear to be exorbitant. 

Following this request for an exorbitant amount 
the letter would set out that those members who failed to 
comply with the request would be cut off from any possible- 
future assistance of a legal nature from the Klan organization. 
Such a letter could be worded in such a manner to leave 
inferences which would be wholly distasteful to the average 
Klansman. 


It is felt that such a letter making such a demand 
and -worded in an irritating manner would have a considerable 
disruptive effectcn the Klan membership in general and at the 
same time place in an untenable defensive position. 

This operation could then be evaluated and subsequent 
letters on various subjects coul d from time to time be prepared 
to the further consternation of the Klan leadership

The jury was unable to 
reach a verdict concerning tine twelfth defendant and the Department has 
dismissed the indictment concerning him. On 5/21/68, United States 
District Judge placed defendan^J^oh three years probation as a result 
of his previous plea of guilty. All prosecutive action has been completed.

In referenced letter, it was pointed out that as of 
2/4/66 , there were 150 units of UKA in North Carolina, aid as 
of 4/1/68, there were only 82 men's u- its regaining . 

At the present time, UNA in North Carolina has only 
69 men’s units, a decrease of .18 units in the past three months. 
These 69 units have a total gross membership -of 2,611 and a 
total paid-up membership of 1,818. An average of 1,011 members 
attend weekly meetings. This is compared with the total, gres^ 
membership of 9,600 two years ago. 

Recently that each rally 

held by UKA costs the kian $70 and that collections at these 
rallies were not covering even the expense of holding the 
rally. In 1965, the klan averaged collecting $229 per rally. 

In 19G6, the average amount collected at each rally was $129 
per rally. In 1967, this amount had docLined to approximately 
$70 per rally and at the present time an even smaller amount 
is being collected at each rally. In addition, rallies are not 
being held as frequently as in previous years.

Jones told Lanier that from 
i he 1.802 members that joined 
ine Fund, he banked a total of 
S30.&42 in So membership fees 
and Si assessments. He kepi 
this money under his control in 
an account with the Farmer's 
and Merchants Bank in Granite 
Quarry. During the existence. 
Jones said, the fur.d paid 
benefits to 24 members. 

The balance left fa the bank 
when Jones told Lanier.be had 
closed his insurance business 
was jus; over $5,824. Lanier 
said- Jor.es was directed to 
return this money to the re- 
maining members. 

There has never herr. a 
formal acrnnnfine «f the 
balance. 

.tones t "•id Lanier be was not 
paid for his work as insurance 
acenf. but one kian source said 
he made as high as $20,000 
from the operation. 

Jones himself once reported 
that JL400 klansmen had joined 
the mnd. 

U 'Lanier had taken earlier 
steps Uo l n ok into the Fund, ne 
may have, saved Jones some 
trouble and embarrassment. 
Befcre the rrand dragon 


dissolved the operation, two 
klansmen took their leader for 
a $999.95 ride. • 

The two created a .fictitious 
kiansman and enrolled him in 
the fund. When a respectable 
time had passed, they "killed 
him off" and notified the state 
kian office for benefits. 

Cluttered with unfinished pa- 
per work and burdened with a 
growing disassociation in many 
units. Jones sent the bene! it 
cheek. The profit on their $5 
investment was split by the 
ingeneous due. 

Trial Ordered 

When Jones discovered the 
doublecross, he ordered a kian 
•‘trial," but the case has yet to 
come before a kian "court." 

Other reported intra-klar. 
swindles have nut been sc. 
clever. The treasurer of one 
unit simply walked off with 
about $4,000 from (he unit’s 
tank account. 

This matter, along with oth- 
ers that have cropped up. are 
never taken lo state courts 
where the. ktnn bonks would hr 
open for public inspection. 
They usually result in an 
abrupt move hv the accused 
comrade to another town. 

Reports like this have slowly 
chipped away at the promises 
of the kian. supposedly a 
fraternal and benevolent so- 
ciely. 

The latest proj^cf was de* 
signed to ierv» ■ triple pur- 



pose. It has met with limited 
success. 

Acting under the cover name 
of Action By Citizens (AEC) an 
organization run by Marshall 
Korncgay, grand dragon of the 
Virginia kian and a former 
confidant, of Jones, the kian has 
sold campaign packets for third 
party candidate George C. Wal- 
lace. 

The Wallace packets arc sold 
to local klnvonss for Stitt. The 
klansmen are then to take (he 
enclosed Wallace petitions, gel 
them signed and returned with 
a 52 donation from each new 
supporter. 

Heid Stubbs of Charlotte, 
Wallace'; N.C. chairman, s?.id 
recently "some of the funds 
collected for Wallace are being 
diverted. We want people to 
know about ABC.” 

He said that as a result of 
the ABC operations. Wallace 
petitions arc now numbered 
and the person signing out the 
paper is responsible for the- 
names and any donations col- 
lected. 

A Jones Denial

A Red Trick 

Then when Jones and other 
officers invoked the Fifth and 
numerous other amendments to 
excuse their refusal to _ supply 
information, this further em- 
barrassed members who 
thought of this as a "Commu- 
nist trick" used in the MeCar- 
thy investigations of the early 
1960 s. 

Last fall, klansmcn were 
asked at rallies and meetings 
!vf buy chances on a raffle and 
fn;- donations to pay an esti- 
mated $13,000 defense fund for 
nine men tried in Salisbury this 
year on federal civil rights 
charges. 

The defense was a success 
and acquittal was won, hut all 
but one of the defendeaty have 
dropped out of day-to-day activ- 
ity in their klan units. This has 
caused further disillusionment 
for ihnse who paid their bill. 

DIscusfIod over why at- 
torney Webster Mr diin of 
Concord has not received all 
his fre from the klan ha* 
ever prompted hard-core 
Manxmen to lose faith in 
Jones-. 


discredit an opposition group 
by telling politicians that an 
opposition enndidale was a 
member of the. klan organisa- 
tion.

Usually the site 
is one convenient enough for 
the informant to explain his 
presence. 

One Informer sits down 
regularly out a week and 
dictates his report of recent 
klan doings Into a recording 
machine. The tape Is then 
passed on to the contact m«r.. 

"We call it the hit record c( 
the week," the contact m.3n 
said. 

in times, such as these, when 
the klan is doing little, the 
informer’s work is often sheer 
drudgery. Some talk of quit- 
ting. either because of the 
monotony or because they arc 
finding that being a “klans- 
man’’ is expensive, a problem 
even for regular members.

One informant has talked of 
coming' in from the cold be- 
cause of the effect he feels it is 
having on his family. - 
“That’s the hardest part of 
all," this individual said when 
asked how the klar, is explained 
to his children. Unfortunately, 
they too are taken tv the rallies 
and meetings to keep the guise 
ci being a loyal klansman, 
through and through.

One defendant denied In 
court that he had signed 
statements similar to Hill's. 
He said he "blacked out" (he 
day he alicdgrdly accompa- 
nied FBI agents wbo took bis 
sworn statements on kian 
violence. 

After nine days of testimony, 
the jury acquitted eight of the 
men. Charges were dismissed 
against two others after a 
mistrial in one of the cases.

The publicity 
afforded the National Defense Fund and to the group in North 
Carolina which has broken away from the national office nas 
had considerable impact on the present Klan structure, and 
informants have reported a decided lack of interest and a 
lack of inquiry from prospective new members since the 
publicity concerning the National Defense Fund and the split 
was announced. 

It is felt that this program and its result act 
effects have materially damaged the K1 an, in North Carolina 
at the present time. Whi l.o^^t^5an tieipa ted that there 
na v be some resurgence upon^mU^volease from prison, the 
nrese nt steps being taken as set out above will p r o b a b 1 \ place 
in a difficult position either with the national office 
or with the men in his own state organization. 

Charlotte will closely follow the events in the Khtn 
organization and will make appropriate recommendations lor 
further counterintelligence actions to the Bureau as they 
become apparent.
